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Parents to 
pay extra 
for meals 
in schools 

PARENTS in Halesowen 
who pay for their children to 
have school meals will have 
to pay around £1 extra a 
month, under new plans. 

The five pence rise will 
take the cost of a lunch up to 
£1.90 a day or £9.50 a week, 
if approved by council chiefs. 

The authority says the 3.3 
per cent inflationary rise 
will cover rising food and 
fuel bills. 

It’s expected to bring in an 
extra £125,000 in 2013/14, 
which will offset the 
increase in costs, the council 
says. 

Bosses said despite previ¬ 
ous increases the number of 
children having school din¬ 
ners had risen in 2011/12 

Dudley Council’s educa¬ 
tion chief Councillor Tim 
Crumpton said in a report: 
“Meal uptake in 2011/12 saw 
a 2.9 per cent increase, and 
year to date we have main¬ 
tained numbers, despite the 
current climate. 

“Trends from the past 
three years have shown that 
the price increase has had no 
affect on meal numbers.” 

The cost of a meal over the 
border in Sandwell is also 
£1.90. 

While in Wolverhampton 
it’s £2 and in Staffordshire 
£ 2 . 10 . 

A final decision will be 
made on the rise at a meet¬ 
ing on March 4. 

Car leads in

A CAR has been found by 
police who are investigating 
a hit-and-run tragedy in 
which an 85-year-old 
Cradley Heath great grand¬ 
father died.

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CHARGE DROPPED

FRESH medical evidence was the reason a murder charge 
against a man accused of stabbing his girlfriend’s ex¬ 
partner in Halesowen was dropped. 

Ian Swinburne, aged 49, says he was acting in self defence after two intruders burst into 
the house where he was staying in Graham Road. David Carpenter, aged 47, of Yardley 
Close, Oldbury, died after suffering a stab wound to the chest in the incident, on February 
3, at the home he used to share with Nicola Bennett in Graham Road. 

Mr Swinburne, of Stourbridge Road, Brierley Hill, was charged with murder, as well as 
with assault causing actual bodily harm to another man, Mitchel White. But the Crown 
Prosecution Service (CPS) has now informed Mr Swinburne’s solicitor, Mr Michael Davies, 


Pledge over 
sorting out 
the potholes 

COUNCIL leaders have pledged to take 
action on tackling potholes blighting the 
Dudley borough after residents called for 
road maintenance to be considered a prior¬ 
ity. 

Bosses have decided to allocate almost 
£750,000 to carry out the repairs in the next 
12 months. 

It comes after streets around the borough 
were left damaged following this year’s 
snow and ice. The council has originally put 
aside £549,400 to target potholes. 

But following its budget consultation 
with residents - the biggest in the council’s 
history - it decided to earmark an extra 
£200,000 as many residents had called for 
the service to be protected. 

The consultation was carried out as the 
council draws up plans to make cuts of 
£27million over the next three years. 

The additional cash for repairing potholes 
would have been used to fund a £350,000 
referendum on council tax had one been 
needed. 

But 60 per cent of residents said they were 
not willing to pay more than a two per cent 
rise in the rate. Council leaders are now 
proposing to freeze council tax for another 
12 months. 

Councillor Pete Lowe, said: “This goes to 
show the value of holding meaningful con¬ 
sultation with residents.” 


that both the murder and the assault 
charges have been dropped. 

Martin Lindop, sector crown prosecutor 
for the West Midlands, said: “As part of our 
continuing duty to keep cases under con¬ 
stant review, an additional statement was 
received from one of the key prosecution 
witnesses which provided medical evidence 
into the cause of Mr Carpenter’s death. 

“Having reviewed this new evidence, a 
decision was made to drop the charges 
against Mr Swinburne on the basis that 
there was now insufficient evidence for a 
realistic prospect of conviction,” he said. 

Mr Swinburne’s girlfriend Nicola Ben¬ 
nett, aged 46, said it has been a “terrible 
tragedy” for all involved. 

Television 

She said she and Mr Swinburne were 
watching television at her Halesowen home 
when Mr Carpenter, with whom she previ¬ 
ously lived for more than 20 years, and 
another man broke through the front door. 

“On the night this happened Ian and I 
feared for our lives and Ian reacted totally in 
self defence,” said Miss Bennett. 

“It’s been an extremely distressing time 
for me and my family, for Ian and his family 
- and for David’s family. I just want the 
truth to prevail.” 

When Mr Swinburne appeared before 
Dudley magistrates on February 7 his solic¬ 
itor Michael Davies told the court that, in 27 
years as a lawyer, he had “never come across 
a stronger case of self-defence.” After hear¬ 
ing the charges had been dropped, Mr 
Davies said: “It was obvious the CPS was 
not going to be able to disprove his defence. ” 

Mr Carpenter, 47, lived with Miss Ben¬ 
nett in Graham Road until Christmas, when 
he moved out. He died after being stabbed in 
the chest. Mr Swinburne, of Stourbridge 
Road, Brierley Hill, at the time of going to 
press was still in custody but Mr Davies is 
making an urgent application for him to be 
released immediately. 


Honour for Lenny is agreed

LENNY Henry is to be 
granted the Freedom of Dud¬ 
ley Borough after councillors 
voted for the idea - six 
months after it was first pro¬ 
posed. 

Labour councillors pushed 
through the award for the 
Dudley-born comedian at a 
full council meeting on Mon¬ 
day night. A date will be set to 
award him the status. 

The idea was proposed last 
September, but because 
councillors wanted to be 
clear about who qualified to 
be an Honorary Freeman, 
the decision was put back for 
a criteria to be set. 

Opposition leader Patrick 
Harley then called for the cri¬ 
teria to be changed so only 
people who made a specific 
contribution to Dudley and 
its residents could be 
awarded Freedom of the Bor¬ 
ough. But the proposed 
amendment was defeated. 

Council leader David 
Sparks, who first tabled the 
motion for Lenny, described 
Councillor Harley’s sugges¬ 
tion as “ridiculous”. 

He said: “This amendment 
would have excluded some¬ 
one who made achievements 
nationally and internation¬ 
ally. 

“It would mean someone 
could be educated at a Dudley 
School and go to a university 
somewhere else in the coun¬ 
try, get a Nobel Prize for 
chemistry, but wouldn’t get a 
freedom of the borough.” 

Councillor Sparks hinted 
the council could create a hall 
of fame following the setting 
of the new criteria. 

He said: “Lenny Henry 
will go down in history. 

“He is one of the comedi¬ 
ans who has dealt with 
racism, having been at the 
hard end of the worst time of 
that period.” 


Vow over 
disruption 
in hospital 
roadworks 

HEALTH chiefs have vowed 
to keep disruption caused by 
a four-week plan of road¬ 
works outside Russells Hall 
Hospital to a minimum. 

Dudley Council has 
warned of “considerable 
delays” when work to lay 
down anti-skid surfacing 
and paint new markings 
along a half-a-mile stretch of 
High Street in Pensnett 
starts on March 18. 

The scheme will include 
the closure of one lane of the 
road and temporary traffic 
signals during off-peak 
times for traffic. 

Hospital bosses said they 
would be working with the 
council to try to ensure the 
work did not cause too many 
problems for staff and visi¬ 
tors. 

They were also advising 
patients to allow more time 
when travelling to the site 
for appointments. Outside of 
the off-peak times of 
between 9.30am and 
3.30pm, the work will be 
downscaled to open up both 
lanes and aim to reduce dis¬ 
ruption of traffic. 

All parking, including dis¬ 
abled, will also be banned 
along the affected stretch of 
road from Church Street to 
the junction island on the 
A4101, which is next to the 
hospital’s visitors’ entrance. 

A notice released by Dud¬ 
ley Council said consider¬ 
able delays are to be 
expected. Advance warning 
signs will be placed by the 
council in key locations.

DUDLEY College’s principal has 
called for the Dudley Hippodrome 
to be demolished - in a fresh blow 
to campaigners trying to safeguard 
the historic theatre.

AROUND 350 workers at 
Dudley Council have applied 
to take voluntary redun¬ 
dancy over the next year - 
more than double the num¬ 
ber of jobs at risk.

place and staff turnover.

“To lose the theatre, a 
valuable community asset 
for short-term profit, and 
without a proper examina¬ 
tion of the needs of the cul¬ 
tural facilities within the

Relatives of the England and Manchester 
United player, civic leaders and representa¬ 
tives from the footballing world, gathered to 
pay their respects. 

Edwards was killed, aged 21, in the 
Munich air disaster in which 23 passengers, 
including seven other players, perished. 

The service was held at St Francis’ 
Church on the Priory estate, Dudley, where 
a stained glass is dedicated him. 

Around 40 people attended Thursday’s 
service, including his cousins, local residents 
and children from Priory Primary School 
who gave readings during the ceremony. 

Exhibition boards had been erected at the 
church focusing on Duncan’s life story and 
memories of his career were also shared dur¬ 
ing the service.

who has produced an hour-long documen¬ 
tary telling the tale of his life from his days 
growing up in Dudley to walking out on the 
hallowed turf at Old Trafford. 

Duncan’s cousin John Edwards said: “It is 
brilliant that so many people still remember 
Duncan and I’ve had people from all over 
asking me about him even now.” Rose, who 
lives in Woodside, Dudley, said she dreamed 
up the idea of the film on a chance visit to 
Duncan’s grave around 15 years ago. 

“There were so many flowers around and 
I’d obviously heard the name of Duncan 
Edwards but wanted to know more and I 
thought there really was a story to tell,” she 
said. 

Rose linked up with Wolverhampton tele¬ 
vision production broadcaster Network Five. 
During the filming, she grew close to Dun¬ 
can’s remaining family, including his first 
cousins Keith, 75, and John, 79, and second 
cousin Lawrence, 69, who attended the serv¬ 
ice.

Dudley Council ran the public consulta¬ 
tion, which featured artist impressions of 
such proposals as a new a visitor informa¬ 
tion centre. This building would be at the 
centre of the redeveloped Castle Hill 
complex with information boards giving 
details on the three attractions for visitors 
as they drive onto the site. 

The centre may be manned during high 
season to help visitors make the most of 
their experience. It would be positioned 
close to the new cars parks serving the 
venues off the link road. 

Officials hope revamping the hillside 
location will boost visitor numbers to up to 
a million each year and put Dudley on the 
tourism map.

THE number of children 
using libraries across the 
Dudley borough has soared, 
new figures show. 

Council bosses said the 
amount of loans taken out 
by youngsters increased by 
four per cent or 17,000. 

The rise saw children’s 
borrowing figures go up to 
440,389 issues in 2011/12, 
compared with 423,368 the 
previous year. 

Leaders say new technol¬ 
ogy such as free e-books and 
new titles being added to 
the library stock had con¬ 
tributed to the surge. 

Meanwhile more than 
3,000 borough children, 
aged between four and 12, 
took part in the Summer 
Reading Challenge in 2012. 

Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, said: “It is really 
encouraging to see children 
and young people enjoying 
reading and all that their 
local libraries have to offer.” 

Meanwhile the total 
number of visitors to 
libraries is also up in Dudley 
from 1,201, 850 visits in 
2010/11 to 1,202,000 in 
2011/12, figures released 
last month showed. 

Council leaders have put 
the increase down to the 
range of activities now 
offered at libraries. 


Link road closer

School is stripped of its 
teacher training status 


A SCHOOL in Dudley which 
helped new teachers get a 
foothold in the industry has been 
stripped of its status by education 
bosses. 

Hillcrest School and Community College 
in Netherton, has lost its National Teaching 
School status. The school said it was disap¬ 
pointed, but pledged to maintain high stan¬ 
dards of education. Officials from the 
National College for School Leadership, 
which is an executive agency of the Depart¬ 
ment for Education, said it did not comment 
on individual schools. 

But it did say those which did not continue 
to meet teaching schools criteria could have 
their status removed. 

Hillcrest was given the National Teaching 
School status, usually granted for four 
years, subject to it continuing to meet the 
eligibility criteria. 

These criteria include having a track 
record of successful relationships with other 
schools and having an “outstanding” grade 
inspections from Ofsted in key areas such as 
teaching and learning and leadership and 
management. Other areas considered when 
awarding the status are the consistently 
high levels of pupil performance, help given 
to other schools and a high quality of teacher 
training. 

Hillcrest headteacher, April Garratt, said: 
“Obviously we are disappointed that our 
teaching school status has not been 
renewed. We will continue to maintain the 
very high standards of education here at 
Hillcrest.”

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traffic-busting scheme 


A CONGESTION-busting scheme 
through Brierley Hill town centre 
has been met with apprehension 
from some town traders. 

Four bays for hour-long unloading and 
parking will be introduced along the town’s 
busy High Street as part of the trial idea this 
weekend. 

The bays, which will hold up to nine cars, 
will be positioned on the opposite side of the 
road to the library and be joined by four dis¬ 
abled parking areas. 

On the library side of the road, double 
yellow lines will be painted to ban any parking 
from 7am to 7pm, Monday to Saturday. 

The £100,000 trial scheme, which started 
Sunday, is aimed at cutting traffic and provid¬ 
ing quick parking for shoppers. But not every 
trader is fdlly behind the plan. 

Rob Mantle, owner of Coffee Uno and BHF 
Florists in the High Street, said: “I know its 
difficult, because you cannot please every¬ 
one - but where will I be able to do my unload¬ 
ing throughout the day? 

“The parking spaces will fill up and I won’t 
have space to do it, we need bays just for 
unloading.” 

He added: “I don’t know what can be done - 
footfall along here is not good, we would not 
be able to survive on it solely alone.” 

Chairman of Brierley Hill Traders Associa¬ 
tion, Shane Birch-Bastock, has welcomed the 
move. 

He said the scheme would stop people 
blocking the road by illegally parking. 


Inquest on man adjourned

Borough is 
a hotspot 
for divorce, 
claims study 

DUDLEY is the Black Country’s divorce 
hotspot, according to new figures. At Dudley 
County Court, 982 people filed for divorce in 
the year up to September 2012.

The second highest number of petitions received was in 
Walsall, with 754. Stafford Combined Court Centre, which 
covers a large part of the county, received 697 applications 
while Wolverhampton’s 
Combined Court Centre had 
653 over the same period. 

Across the country, Birm¬ 
ingham topped the whole 
list of figures compiled by 
the Ministry of Justice, with 
2,799 petitions in the same 
year. 

The numbers have been 
released as part of a Govern¬ 
ment drive to encourage 
couples who wish to sepa¬ 
rate to make use of publicly- 
funded mediation services 
instead of ending up in 
courtroom battles. 

Trevor Forrester, 

manager of Relate coun¬ 
selling services in Wolver¬ 
hampton and Dudley, said: 

“Relate welcomes this com¬ 
mitment to mediation to 
help keep couples out of the 
court system. 

“We believe that GPs and 
employers have a role to 
play in helping people get 
help sooner by increasing 
the access points available. 

“It is not the hotspots of 


where in the country people 
are getting divorce that is 
crucial but the ‘hot points’ 
in people’s relationships 
where they feel under pres¬ 
sure that is important.” 

Reverend Raphael 

Duckett, Vicar of St 
Martin’s Church in Bradley, 
added pre-marriage courses 
were available for couples, 
as well as courses in mar¬ 
riage enrichment to try and 
avoid separations. 

He said: “Communication 
is the big thing and mar¬ 
riage is all about mutual 
support.” 

Chiefs at the ministry 
have already announced 
they will spend £25million 
to support publicly-funded 
mediation this year and said 
new laws are being created 
to ensure all separating 
couples consider mediation 
to settle details of their 
divorce, before they take 
their dispute to court.

Artist captured stark 
landscape of our past 


TO some, scenes of dark, 
smoke-filled industrial 
landscapes which gave the 
Black Country its name 
wouldn’t exactly pass as 
being an artist’s dream. 

But Edwin Butler Bayliss - the 
son of a local ironmaster who went 
on to become an inspirational and 
celebrated painter - thought differ¬ 
ently. 

His work depicting areas like 
Bilston, Tipton and Wednesbury 
documented the Black Country at 
the height of its industrial growth 
and is today still of huge historical 
and cultural importance. 

And now art lovers can see for 
themselves just why Butler Bayliss 
is so revered in an exhibition of his 
work which is being held at Wolver¬ 
hampton Art Gallery, Lichfield 
Street. 

Butler Bayliss was born in 1874, 
the eldest of eight children and

grew up in Merridale Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton, before later moving to 
The Woodhouse, Wood Road, Tet- 
tenhall. 

Aged 14 he was sent to study at 
Rydal School in Colwyn Bay - a 
strong influence on his seaside art¬ 
works - before returning to Wolver¬ 
hampton aged 18. It was at this 
time that he began to prolifically 
paint scenes of the Black Country, 
working in a range of mediums 
including oil and pastel. 

He certainly doesn’t sugarcoat 
the conditions in which people lived 
back then, showing the Black 
Country as a smoke-filled and dan¬ 
gerous place to live and work. 

Paintings often show figures sil¬ 
houetted against a dull, grey sky 
and ravaged landscapes with blast 
furnaces and chimneys in the back¬ 
ground. 

Butler Bayliss, known as the 


‘poet-painter of the Black 
Country’, carved a niche for 
himself as the foremost painter of 
the Black Country landscape. 

He took his work across the 
country from London to Scotland 
and to some his chief subject matter 
was surprising as his father Samuel 
Bayliss was a managing director of 
the large local iron foundry Bayliss, 
Jones and Bayliss. 

Despite not having any formal 
artistic training, Butler Bayliss 
decided not to follow in his father’s 
footsteps and took up painting. 

The 1901 census listed him as 
‘artist sculptor, annuitant living at 
home’ so he had clearly decided to 
concentrate full-time on painting 
when in his late 20s. 

He later moved to The Beeches in 
nearby Regis Road, which became a 
social base for many other Black 
Country artists. 

The exhibition, which also shows 
his pictures of the West coastline, 
run until April 27.

Memorial bench planned 
for victim of hit-and-run 


THE family of a great-grandfather 
of seven, who was killed in a hit- 
and-run incident, is hoping to 
organise a memorial park bench 
in hisname. 

Retired bricklayer Bernard Betts, aged 
85, was knocked down outside his home in 
Barrs Road, Cradley Heath, as he left to take 
his dog Jack for a walk. 

His son Les said they were planning to 
approach the council about installing the 
bench in Hayden Hill Park, where his father 
would take Jack every day. 

The idea was mooted last week when 
dozens of Mr Betts’s friends and relatives 
attended his funeral at Rowley Regis Cre¬ 
matorium. 

“We don’t know exactly where we want to 
put the bench yet, “ said Les, a teacher at 
Walsall College. 

“We will have to contact the council and 
get permission. We have no idea how much 
it will cost but we all agree it will be a fitting 
tribute.” 

Meanwhile police say they have received 
“some information” on the back of a poster 
appeal to find the driver responsible. 

A local newspaper joined forces with West 
Midlands Police to launch the campaign 
earlier this month. 

“The police are keeping their cards close 
to their chests but we understand they have 
made some progress,” added Les. 

“We really want justice to be done. My 
father was a fit man and then bang; this 
person has turned our lives upside down. It 
has caused so much disruption. I would not 
wish it on anyone. I would love it if the 
poster campaign does tweak someone’s con¬ 
science.”

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Community work order 
for woman in £500 theft 


A WOMAN who stole £500 from the store 
where she worked has been ordered to carry 
out community work. 

Toni Anderson, aged 34, of Jubilee 
Gardens in Kidderminster, was employed at 
Sports Direct in the town. 

Kidderminster Magistrates’ Court heard 
the store was building up to the pre-Christ¬ 
mas sales rush on December 10 when 
Anderson committed her crime. 

Prosecuting, Miss Kerry Lovegrove said: 
“She was employed at that time as a cus¬ 
tomer service assistant. 

“When the store’s assistant manager 
cashed up at the end of that day, he found 
there was £500 missing.” 

Miss Lovegrove said Anderson was later 
spotted on CCTV taking money from cus¬ 


tomers as they purchased their goods and 
then putting it straight in her pocket. 

If that was not possible, she was seen 
putting the cash aside and putting it in her 
pocket later. 

When she was interviewed by police, 
Anderson told them that she had stolen the 
money to help her partner pay the rent. 

At court Anderson admitted a charge of 
stealing from her employer. 

Her solicitor David Howarth said that, 
despite her admission, she lived by herself. 

He added: “She is in rent arrears of about 

£ 1 , 000 .” 

Magistrates told Anderson she must com¬ 
plete 80 hours of community work within 12 
months. She was also ordered to pay £500 
compensation to her former employers. 


Reptile revamp started

Burnt nee'is scandalous' 


A MULTI-million pound 
scheme opened to ease con¬ 
gestion through the heart of 
Dudley has been described as 
“scandalous” by the leader of 
the borough council. 

Councillor David Sparks has called for 
urgent improvements to the Burnt Tree 
traffic light junction, which cost £12.3 
million and was opened less than two 
years ago. 

Speaking at a recent full council meet¬ 
ing, he said the benefits of the lay-out to 
traffic were being undermined by the 
junction to Tesco Extra. 

He claimed too much priority was 
being given to traffic from the supermar¬ 
ket and called for an investigation into 
the system. He suggested the lights at 


the Tesco junction should be recalcu¬ 
lated, or a give-way junction be installed 
instead. 

He said: “The Burnt Tree situation is 
nothing short of scandalous. 

“£12.3m of public money was spent on 
that junction and two years’ disruption 
was experienced by people at it. I defy 
anyone in the council to go down there 
in the rush hour during the week and 
avoid traffic. 

Precendent 

“What has happened is we have man¬ 
aged to spend £12.3m on improving traf¬ 
fic flow and then letting a supermarket 
take precedent.” 

Tesco Extra opened months after the 
junction was completed, in June 2011. 

The Burnt Tree junction is a notorious 
spot for queues during rush hour peri¬ 


ods. Councillor Sparks said: “We need to 
ensure we have a road network around 
this site and around Dudley town centre 
that meet the needs of motorists today 
and the added need for future visitors.

The authorities plan to bid for Govern¬ 
ment funding for the £1.3m project, 
which would see pedestrian crossings, 
the removal of transport barriers and an 
a new right-turn from Birmingham New 
Road.

A child is dead. A community 
is in shock. A stranger arrives, 
keen to find out what 
happened. 

In those three short, sharp 
sentences, we have the basic plot of 
Broadchurch, a new, eight-part drama 
from Chris Chibnall. 

“Broadchurch is a hybrid: a cocktail 
of stories,” explains Chibnall. ‘A drama 
about a community racked by grief 
and suspicion. A whodunit packed 
with suspects. A character-driven, 
emotional thriller, thick with twists and 
turns.” 

The writer’s previous credits include 
Torchwood and Doctor Who - in fact, 
Broadchurch features several actors 
who have featured in the latter, such 
as David Tennant, Olivia Colman and 
Arthur Darvill. But the drama itself 
couldn’t be further removed from the 
Whoniverse if it tried. 

Instead, it focuses on the effect 
young Danny Latimer’s death has on 
the residents of the small Dorset town 
in which he lived, including his 
devastated parents, sister and 
grandmother, as well as the local 
vicar, the family’s friends and a _ 


mysterious character living in the local 
caravan park. 

Policewoman Ellie Miller is close to 
the case thanks to her son’s friendship 
with Danny, and she finds it difficult to 
deal with the subsequent investigation 
into his death, which is led by Dl Alec 
Hardy, a newcomer to the area whose 
methods may stir matters up. 

‘The script has great humanity and I 
think Chris shows immense 
understanding of the human condition 
in all the different characters and the 
way it impacts on the community,” 
says Tennant. “I think it will have 
emotional empathy, which is what 
pulls the audience in, whatever it is - 
whether it’s a murder mystery or 
something set in the future on Mars - 
it’s always that recognition of the 
human experience. That’s what makes 
us enjoy watching other people’s 
stories.” 

Having worked with Chibnall before 
on Doctor Who, Tennant knew the 
script for Broadchurch would be good, 
but wasn’t prepared for just HOW 
good it would be. 


subsequent scripts would be 
appearing throughout the process and 
we wouldn’t get final scripts until 
months into the shoot - which is a 
gamble,” claims Tennant. “But the 
fact I read it from cover to cover 
in one pass and was left at the end of 
the first episode desperately wanting 
to know what happens next was 
telling.” 

Jodie Whittaker, Andrew Buchan, 
Carolyn Pickles and Vicky McClure 
are among the outstanding 
supporting cast - and if their 
presence in this production is anything 
to go by, it’s going to be very special 
indeed. 

Tennant is certainly very happy with 
the way the drama has turned out: 
“What’s been great is working with the 
varied and talented cast. It’s great to 
be part of a genuine ensemble. 

“It’s also great to be part of 
something where all the characters 
have equally powerful stories to 
tell. There’s the whodunit aspect 
but there are other stories going on at 
the same time and such wonderful 
people portraying those parts and 
seeing those characters and worlds 
develop.” _

Albion's dream time 
as safety established

WITH their main mission now 
completed, Albion and their fans 
are today free to dream. 

But before the club or fans turn atten¬ 
tions to greater glories, they should take a 
moment to reflect on what has been 
achieved already, writes Steve Madeley. 

A performance with more than a hint of 
their early-season swagger and two goals 
from the red-hot Romelu Lukaku took Steve 
Clarke’s side to 40 points - on February 23. 

Say it quickly, and it almost sounds 
straightforward but a generation of Baggies 
fans will confirm that what was achieved on 
an afternoon of varying emotions at The 
Hawthorns is the stuff of dreams. 

The finest Albion squad for 30 years has 
raced to the summit of a mountain that pre¬ 
vious groups from recent history had to 
scramble, claw and inch their way towards - 
sometimes falling short. 

Success 

Clarke’s men planted their flag in safe 
Premier League ground with snow still in 
the winter air. Now they have three more 
months to set their sights on even higher 
peaks, sure in the knowledge that the cam¬ 
paign is already a success. 

To put the current squad’s accomplish¬ 
ments in context, it is useful to glance back 
at the last two memorable seasons under 
Roy Hodgson. Albion are five points better 
off than they were at the same stage last 
time and a full 12 points ahead of this stage 
in the previous campaign. 

And in each of those seasons, it took 
Hodgson’s high-achievers seven more 
matches and roughly two more months to 
break the 40-point barrier that Clarke’s side 
smashed through at the weekend. 

If Baggies fans need evidence of on an 
upward trajectory, a quick look at the facts 
and figures should be all they require. 

Now, however, it is inevitable that sup¬ 
porters will begin to wonder how much more 


can be attained in what remains of this most 
enjoyable of seasons. While a mid-season 
injury crisis and subsequent loss of form left 
hopes of European football severely dimin¬ 
ished, back-to-back victories over Liverpool 
and Sunderland have put them close enough 
to the scrap to stay interested. 

Everton’s loss at Norwich, Swansea’s 
Capital One Cup distractions and Liver¬ 
pool’s continued struggles mean a strong 
end to the campaign might still put Albion 
in the mix for the sixth-place finish that 
could deliver a Europa League adventure. 

If key players can maintain form that sent 
Sunderland away empty-handed at the 
weekend, it is perfectly possible that the 
Baggies could end the season with a flourish 
similar to the one at the start. Claudio Yacob 
and Youssouf Mulumbu combined superbly 
in the heart of midfield to remind fans just 
how crucial their alliance is to their side. 


Twenty-nine points from 15 games with 
them starting compared to 11 points from 
the 12 games with one or both missing tells 
its own story. 

Captain Chris Brunt underlined his 
return to form with a performance of intel¬ 
ligent craft and industrious endeavour, 
while James Morrison did not allow a move 
out wide to limit his creative influence. 

With the rest of the side functioning and 
strike partner Shane Long sharing the 
burden of work, Lukaku produced an exhi¬ 
bition of pace, confidence and explosive 
power that The Hawthorns has surely not 
seen since Cyrille Regis was in his prime. 

The on-loan Chelsea teenager had already 
troubled the Black Cats’ defenders and 
helped carve out a glorious chance that 
Mulumbu squandered by the time he 
opened the scoring with a nerveless 35th- 
minute penalty after Liam Ridgewell’s cross 


was handled by former team-mate Craig 
Gardner. Lukaku was the focal point of a 
spell of dominance either side of half-time 
with a string of dangerous balls flying into 
the box, although the hosts did survive a 
re-interval scare as ex-Wolves forward 
teven Fletcher hit the woodwork. 

There were 15 minutes left as Lukaku 
grabbed a deserved second, skinning John 
O’Shea and chasing down Titus Bramble’s 
poor backpass before keeper Simon Migno- 
let’s clearance hit his shin and flew in. 

Stephane Sessegnon set up a tense finish 
as he scored and the mood hardly improved 
when rebel forward Peter Odemwingie’s 
introduction to a loud smattering of boos 
altered the atmosphere in the ground. 

But Albion held on for a significant win 
and now they can set new targets - once they 
have enjoyed their considerable triumph for 
a day or two.
